Rather than spreading pacifism 
teachings in the schools and churches, 
Judge Davis declared, these institu- 
tions should devote their greatest. ef- 
forts toward educating the young for 
honest character and faithful citizen- 
ship rather than for “reducing the 
nation to a weak and defenseless con- 
dition.” 

As an example of the necessity of 
such education in the schools and 
churches as he advocates, Judge Da- 
vis pointed out that 70 per cent of 
the crime in this country is commit- 
ted by men from 18 to 35 years of 
age. As a large portion of the recog- 
nized criminals today were only in- 
fants, scarcely more than two years 
of age, at the close of the World War, 
Judge Davis discounted the influence 
of the war as the predominant cause 
for the present crime situation.

(P)—The death penalty for Russian 
terrorists was invoked anew today by 
the central executive committee of the 
communist party as an aftermath of 
the assassination of Sergei Kiroff, sec- 
retary of the party’s central commit- 
tee. 

Prompt trial and swift execution of 
penalties was promised terrorists in a 
resolution of the committee, adopted 
December 1, the day of the slaying. 
and published today in Moscow, There 
is to be no appeal from death sen- 
tences. 

The edict served to recall activities 
of the dreaded “Ogpu,” which dealt 
summarily with counter-revolutionaries 
until its power of life and death was 
curtailed two years ago.

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A LAME EXPLANATION. 

The announcement comes from 
Berlin that the espionage charges 
against Miss Lillian Steele, attrac- 
tive young American girl who has 
“been kept in jail for more than three 
month’, will be dropped but that 
she will be ordered deported. 
Since early in August the Steele 
esse has had the continuous atten- 
„tion of American consular repre- 
sentatives in Germany. Time and 
again they have been informed by 
the nazi authorities that “the case 
was being. investigated,” but there 
has been no revelation of the details 
of the charges being probed. 

Now the ministry of justice an- 
nounces that it is dropping the 
case, after a thorough investiga- 
tion,“ making the lame excuse for 
the long incarceration of this young 
American woman that “although she 
is obviously not a professional spy, 
there is conclusive evidence she 
took part in espionage.” 

Germany should be made to ex- 
hibit this evidence, if it exists, or 
else firmly be put on notice that 
no such flimsy excuses. are accept- 
able explanations of the seizure and

detention of American citizens over 
the protest of the representatives 
pf this government. 

* The American government is far 


too lax in protecting its nationals 
«from mistreatment in foreign coun- 
tries. As a matter of fact, the po- 
lice forces of other nations have lit- 
tle hesitancy in locking up, on the 
flimsiest charges, men and women 
from America. 

No such treatment is accorded 
citizens of the British Empire. Of- 
ficials of other countries know if 
a satisfactory explanation is not im- 
mediately forthcoming of the arrest 
of an Englishman, Canadian or Aus- 
tralian, that a British warship will 
soon be dropping its anchor in the 
nearest port. 

In Spain, in China and in Ger- 
many during the present year there 
have been instances that, on the 
surface, at least, appear in the light 
of outrageous and inexcusable treat- 
ment of American subjects.

try have done has been to scurry 
around and beg for information 
from clearly hostile authorities. 

It is about time that we should

LATIN-AMERICAN DISCONTENT 
Reports from South America of 


dozen or more countries will be re- 
ceived with more than usual anx- 
iety in Washington. 

There is nothing new in epidem- 
ics of. revolutions amongst the 
Latin-American nations; they have 
come in fairly regular cycles during 
the past century. 

The difference now is that for- 
merly the United States occupied 
second position, in both trade and 
political relations, in outside influ- 
ence on South American conditions. 
We have during the past decade 
become increasingly closer to our 
neighbors to the south, and as a 
result trade between the two Amer- 
icas has shown a material increase. 

The first of the reciprocal treat- 
ies to be completed by the Ameri- 
can state department have been with 
Latin-American countries, and the 
bright prospect of increased busi- 
ness as the result of these treaties 
will be dimmed should the south- 
ern continent again be swept by 
revolutions and uprisings that will 
overthrow established governments 
and bring widespread disruption of 
business conditions. 

So far only Bolivia, Peru and 
Uruguay have had serious trouble 
from the new wave of unrest, but 
it is apparent that radicals and mal- 
contents in other nations are be- 
stirring themselves. The situation 
is as yet not overly serious, and 
there is nothing to indicate that 
the precautionary steps being taken 
by all the governments of the con- 
tinent will fail in preventing a 
spread of active disorders. 

Undoubtedly Washington will lend 
every proper co-operation to this 
end, as we have more to lose from 
a new eruption of revolutions in 
South America than has ever be- 
fore been true. 

TOURISTS POUR SOUTH 

Reports from Florida tell of 
preparations for -the handling of 
the greatest tourist season in the 
history of the state. Already ad- 
vance registrations are 64 per cent 
ahead of last year and 10 per cent 
ahead of 1929, the season which 
saw the largest number of tourists 
go to Florida during a single winter. 

Both the east and west coasts 
aré beginning to fill up, the season 
being at least 30 days in advance 
of normal, every class of tourist 
being affected. Many of the stately 
mansions at Palm Beach, practically 
never opened until after the Christ- 
mas holidays, are already occupied. 

The first indications. ofthe wave 
of tourists already Sweeping to- 
ward Florida have been noticeable 
in Atlanta for the past two or three 
weeks in the large number of cars 
from eastern and midwestern states 
seen on the streets. Tourist regis- 
trations at the hotels are consid- 
erably higher than usual at this time 
of the year. 

Thus Atlanta can welcome the 
news that Florida seems headed for 
its most successful winter season 
not only from the standpoint of a 
well-wishing neighbor but because 
it will mean an increase in the 
amount of money spent in the city 
each year by tourists going to and 
returning from Florida.

was allocated by the treasury depart- 
ment. 

Albert S. Hardy, postmaster at 
Gainesville for years, acted as toast- 
master at the luncheon. 

Major Cohen introduced General 
Farley at the cornerstone laying exer- 
cises, styling him the “right arm of 
President Roosevelt” and citing the 
fact that during the last fiscal year 
the postoffice department showed a 
surplus of more than 512,000, 000, 
compared to a deficit of $123,000,000 
during the Anal year of the repub- 
lican regime. 

Lays Cornerstone. 

Following his set speech General 
Farley formally laid the cornerstone, 
assisted by former Congressman Tbom- 
as M. Bell, who first launched the 
movement in Washington to secure 
the new federal building for Gaines- 
ville. J. E. Palmour Jr., city attor- 
ney, accepted the building on behalf 
of the city. 

Both United States senators for 
Georgia, Walter F. George and Rich- 
ard B. Russell Jr., paid high tribute 
to the guests of honor at the luncheon 
in brief speeches telling of their serv- 
ices to the district while members of 
‘the state’s congressional delegation. 

Senator George pointed to the in- 
crease in business over the nation dur- 
ing the past few months as a demon- 
stration of increased confidence in 
President Roosevelt’ and his policies 
on the part of the business world and 
declared that the president had, since 
he took office in March, 1933, saved 
constitutional government for the na- 
tion during a period of transition 
from one economic era to another. 

Senator Russell declared that Gen- 
eral Farley would be remembered for 
generations as the leader of the party 
responsible for the overwhelming vic- 
tory of the democraté in the elections 


held. last November and declared that 


his feat of carrying Pennsylvania into 
the democratic column was the most 
remarkable achievement of modern 
politics. 

Major. Cohen, in his response, dis- 
claimed credit, stating. that it had 
merely been his privilege to do what 
any Georgian given like opportunity, 
would have been proud to accomplish. 

Congressman Wood spoke in similar

pointment of defeat—this it is to be a 
football coach, 

ONLY HALF TRUTH. 

“But it is only half the truth. To 
be associated with ambitious youth 
and high-minded co-laborers; to be 
a welcomed guest in the hearts of 
young men: to feel their gratitude; to 
be magnified in their minds by their 
deep affection: to have had this re- 
lation with a thousand men who have 
attained honorable leadérship in every 
section: and finally, to still have their 
old-time friendship, loyalty and con- 
fidence—this alone is to be a foot- 
ball coach.”

Alabama U. S. Judge

Cobb’s Definition 


Bids for Official Favor of U. S. 


of ‘Corn Whisky’ 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—(P)— 
Irvin 8. Cobb, of old Kentucky; may 
have auswered the efforts of the fed 
eral aleohol control administration to 
obtain a definition of “corn whisky.” 

The administration said today in a 
formal statement that some authori: 
ties and distillers had been asked to 
submit evidence to be offered at a 
hearing ¢alled Wednesday to deter- 
mine just what words best describe 
what southernefs call ‘‘cawn,” 

“The distillers code authority,” the 
control administration said today. “has 
submitted the following rather compre- 
hensive definition by the outstanding 
authority; Mr. Irvin S. Cobb 
Cobb is quoted as follows: 

“*This here fiery stuff called corn 
whisky, whether white or red. is an 
unlawful offshoot from the Bourbon 
tribe and among Kentuckians, at
